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GIVE US A NEW CHARTER 


We are glad to note V-- 
' the board 


of trade has brought up t» e matter of 
_ J.U**' charter. Thru, brcrtv ire;.;!!*, he 
sadly negligent of its duty if it failed 
to favor a new charter. 


Wo mako this statement and hold it 


to bo incontrovertible from the man- 
ner in which our city government has 
been conducted since the commission 
charter was adopted. 


What are the facts? 
(1) W« have been unable to elect 


a fair proportion 
of 
representative 


business men to th5 municipal council. 


(2) The salary has been the main 


object with f most of the candidates 
and some of those elected couldn't 
earn half the salary anywhere else. 


(S) The number of members in the 


municipal council is too small as it 
permits a majority consisting of three 
members to dominate and direct the 
city's business, to place the city under 
heavy obligations wholly unnecessary. 
With a council of five members, 
as 


matters have been going, three do the 
business, and of these, one may con- 
trol the other two. 


(4) The commissioners are cbosen 


without reference to any particular 
department, the assignments being 
made after election. 
By this meante, 


men are placed in charge of depart- 
.ments with the business of which they 
are entirely ignorant, yet, if they are 
of the officious political kind, they 
may proceed to interfere with- the 
work of such departments to an ex- 
tent that win ba very damaging to the 
city's Interests. 


(5) The members of the municipal 


council .vote their own appropriatione 
and are the sole arbiters as to how 
the money, shall be spent.

(b) The charter provides that the 


commissioners shall not exceed their 
appropriations, ^but a commissioner 
who violated this provision was pro- 
ceeded against by ordinary legal pro- 
cess and the Brand jury failed to in- 
dict him. The commissioners havo 
bince regarded that provision as non- 
cnforceable and practically a dead 
letter. 


(7) The legal proceedings just gone 


through for the removal 
of 
three 


heads of departments show that no 
nuch official can be removed except 
for a specific cause and then only af- 
ter the course laid down in the civil 
service laws has been strictly com- 
plied with. It would be better to 
have a definite term for such officials 
than to risk such an exhibition as wo 
have had during the past year. 


(S) The commissioners are chosen 


without reference to ward 
lines so 


lhat it may happen that all may re- 
side in a 
single ward. That would 


probably result in unfair treatment to 
the other wards. 


(0) The mayor being merely a mem- 


ber of the municipal council with no 
more powers than one of the other 
members, is unable to control the ma- 


tlnuous even though we should spend

of Plan B, adopted. This plan pro- 
vides for ward representation so long 
advocated by The Sun; and it pro- 
vides also for the election of an even 
number of members in addition in or- 
der to make a body of eleven, thirteen 
or fifteen members. It also provides 
for the election of a mayor who trouH 
be invested with the powers necessary 
for a real chief executive.

is provided that the heads of depart- 
ments shall be chosen by the council 
for terms of three years.

but when we sought his advice he 
very frankly and earnestly advised us 
to vote for th* amendment as an act 
of right and justice to tho women of 
the country and the world."

On top of this, republicans of the 


house in conference late last n ight 
adopted by unanimous vote a resolu- 
tion urging republican members' to 
support the federal suffrage amend- 
men t "insofar as they can do so con- 
sistently with their conscience and the 
attitude of their constituents." 
The resolution, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Monde.ll of Wyoming was 
filibustered against for more than an 
Jjour on a point, of .no quorum, but 
the opposition was confined to a few 
members and they voted for its adop- 
tion on the rollcall. 
Suffragists See Victory 


With the weight of the president's 
influence to swing doubtful democrats. 
Representative Raker, chairman of the 
•uffrage committee, jubilantly predict- 
ed last night that the riecesspry two- 
thirds would be exceeded by 15 or 20 
votes. 


Opponents of suffrage were claim- 
ing- a safe margin againGt the amend- 
ment during the day, in spite of inti- 
mations 
from the suffragists that a 
trump card yet was to 
be 
played. 
There were no formal predictions from 
the opponents last night. 
The news of the president's action 
came as a complete surprise to nearly 
everybody, though some of the suf- 
frage leaders have insisted for a long 
time that the president was with, them 
s,nd Would tell anybody who asked 
him. 
Believes Times Warrant Action 


Until now, in all public utterances, 


the president has held to tho view 
that suffrage "was a question to be de- 
termined by the individual states and 
*)ot by federal action. 
No statement was forthcoming from 
tho "White House last night to explain 
his present stand. 
Members of con- 
gress who participated in tho confer- 
ence, however, said the president told 
them he still believed that the proper 
and orderly way of dealing with the 
question was to permit each state to 
take its own action, -but in view of 
conditions now existing in the, United 
States and the world generally he felt 
free to advise submission of a federal 
amendment to the states. 
In emphasizing this view ho is said 
to have declared that the United States 
leader in the great _ family of

We are glad to cote that the board 


of trade has brought up the matter of 
• no's- tftsricr, TS-t S^rfy -ir^cM be 
sadly negligent of its duty if it failed 
to faTor a. new charter. 


We make this statement and hold It 


t» T»» Incontrovertible from the man- 
ner in which our city government has 
beea conducted since the commission 
charter was adopted. 


What are the facts? 
(1) We have been unable to elect 


a fate proportion 
of representative 


business men to the municipal council. 


(2) The salary has been the main 


object with 1r most of the candidatea 
and some of those elected couldn't 
earn half the salary anywhere else. 


(3) The number of members in the 


municipal council is too Email as it 
permits a majority consisting of three 
members to dominate and direct the 
city's business, to place the city under 
heavy obligations wholly unnecessary. 
With a council of five members, as 
matters have been soins, three do the 
bosfoess, and of these, one may con- 
trol the other two. 


(4) The commissioners are chosen 


without reference to any particular 
department, the assignments being 
made after election. 
By this means, 


men are placad in charge of depart- 
ments with the business of which they 
are entirely ignorant, yet, if they are 
of tie officious political kind, they 
may proceed to interfere with the 
work of such departments to an ez- 
tent that win be very damaging to the 


Interests. 


(5) The members of the municipal 


council vote their own appropriations 
and are the sole arbiters as to how 
the money Eball be ' spent- That, it 
will be admitted, is wrong in prin- 
ciple. 


(6) The charter provides that-the 


commissioners . shall not exceed their 
jqmropriations, but 
e. commissioner 


wbo violated *big provision was pror 
ceeded against by ordinary ltsa.1 pro- 
cess and the grand Jury failed to In- 
dict him. Tl-.a commissioners have 
since regarded that provision as non- 
enforceable and practically a dead 
letter. 
. 


(7) The legal proceedings' just gone 


through for the removal 
of 
three 


heads of departments show that no 
such official can' be removed eicept 
for a specific cause and then, orily af- 
ter the course laid down in the civil 
service laws has been strictly com- 
plied with. It would be better to 
have a, definite term for snch officials 
than to risk such an exhibition as we 
have had during the past year. 


(8) The commissioners are chosen 


without reference to ward lines so 
that it may happen that all may re- 
side in a. single ward- That would 
probably result in unfair treatment to 
the other wards. 


(9) The mayor bein£ merely a mem- 


ber of the municipal council with no 
more powers than one of tha other 
members, is unable to control.the ma- 
jority trio or check their action even 
though it be detrimental to the city. 


(10) The charter divides the respon- 


sibility for the maintenance of school 
buildings between the school depart- 
ment and trie building department. 
The school board controls the jan.tors. 
The result is seen in the damage done 
to the building's during 
the 
recent 


cold spell. 


(11) The council can elect as head 


ot a. department a man wholly objecr 
tionable to the. commissioeer in charge 
of that department tnus making the 
necessary co-operation between both 
impossible. 


(12) Toe present charter has had a 


fair trial and stands condemned upon 
the disappointing- results. It came as 
an experiment, a fad from the west; it 
canght a. great many unsuspecting 
people but it has proved a. failure. 


For these reasons and otbers that 


might be adduced, our present charter 
should be amraHed and a modification 
of. Kan B adopted. Tills plan pro- 
vides for ward representation BO long 
advocated by The Snn; and it pro- 
vides also for the election of an even 
nnmber of members in addition in or- 
der to make a body at eleven, thirteen 
or fifteen members. It also provides 
for the election of a mayor wbo wouM 
be invested with, the powers necessary 
for a real chief executive. 


The city of Lynn discarded the 


commission charter and 
adopted 
a 


modified form of Plan B in which it 


- is provided that the heads of depart- 
ments snail be chosen by the council 
for terms of three years. That would 
stop a lot of wrangling over offices, 
and put an end to the life terms. It 
is to be hoped that the board of trade 
•win act promptly in getting a charter 
such as we here proposo before the 
voters for adoption at the next state 
election.

ence, however, said the president told 
them .he still believed that the proper 
and orderly way of dealing with the 
question was to permit each state to 
lake its own action, but in view of 
conditions now existing in the United 
States and the world generally he felt 
free lo advise submission of a federal 
a'mendment to the states. 
In emphasizing this view he is said 
to have declared that the .United States 
as a leader in the great family of 
nations cannot disassociate itself from 
tho family and cannot be reactionary 
on any great world question.
